through service they are money out 
and have served on the jury with- 
out receiving enough to pay their 
bills, practically losing their ^me 
Men in factories who are receiv-

from $3 to $8 per 
day are 


many times placed on the jury and 
have had to serve for $2 per day 
As a consequence all sorts of ex- 
cuses are made to the court in or- 
der to evade jury service, and it is 
many times difficult to fill up tlu> 
panel.

County. Yesterday afternoon In the 
auditorium he contiued his address 
His aubject was the Underground 
Railway of slavery days. The four 
greatest statesmen of their day 
Daniel Webster, John C. Calhoun, 
Henry Clay, and Stephen Douglas, 
went down to defeat In the race for 
the presidency because they made 
a mistake, they stood for slavery 
which was wrong. 
In 1620, the 


same year the Pilgrims planted the 
tree of liberty in Plymouth, two 
Dutch vesMl* planted the flrst seed 
of slavery in Jamestown where they 
landed a cargo of slaves. 


Not long after the Fugitive slave 


law was passed the eyes of the 
whole nation were turned on Ober- 


ally a Kentucky slave fled to Ober- 
lln where he found work on a farm. 
A year later three Southern men 
appeared and with the aid of a pro- 
slavery farmer the negro boy was 
enticed out of Oberlln territory 
where the Kentucklaus seized him. 
On the way to Wellington they were 
seen and then were pursued, the 
boy being rescued. 
The Federal 


Court with President Buchanan in- 
dicted twenty-five for violating the 
Fugitive Slave Law. 
Then 
the 


courthouse in Elyria got busy and 
charged the three men with kid- 
napping which was a penitentiary 
offense. 
In the clash between Ely- 


ria and the Federal Court, Elyria 
proved to be the quicker-witted and 
the three Southerners offered to re-1 
turn home without the boy to es- 
cape imprisonment. Judge Webber
